Washington; June 1—Henry Ford 
presented a virtual ultimatum on the 
question of disposition of Muscle 
Shoals in giving to the house mili- 
tary committee today his \view on’ 
thé~model ‘ offer for the Alabama 
properties drafted by the committee, 

The Detroit manufacturer in a let- 
ter laid before the committee by one 
of his representatives, J. W. Worth- 
ington, declared he could not consent 
to elimination of the Gorgas, _Ala- 
bama, steam power plant from the 
properties the government proposes 
to lease or sell and in doing so de- 
clared that if his revised offer is re- 
jected. “then I must understand that 
the acceptance of my offer for Muscle 
Shoals ‘as a whole and not in part,’ 
is refused.” 

Mr. Ford agreed to other modifi- 
cations of his offer as made by the 
committee in its model offer but said 
he wanted the committee “to consid- 
er this proposal (the one presented 
by him today) as final and that no 
further changes should be expected.” 

Request was made by the manufac- 
turer that the committee send his fi- 
nal offer to the house for a vote on 
acceptance or rejection. 

“If congress votes acceptance of 
my offer,” Mr. Ford continued, “we 
will get on the. job at Muscle Shoals 
at once; but if congress rejects it 
that will be but the beginning of a 
more determined effort on my part to 
save Muscle Shoals for the benefit 
of the. public.” 

Immediately upon receiving Mr. 
Ford’s letter the house committee 
went into executive session to con- 
sider it. Members wotild not fore- 
cast what action would be taken, but 
in some quarters it was believed that 
the committee finally would vote to 
meet Mr. Ford’s demand as to pur- 
chase of the Gorgas plant. 


FORD EXPLAINS 
POSITION ON OFFER. 

Detroit, June 1—The Gorgas plant 
‘is “absolutely essential” to the Ford 
plan for making a cheap, high-grade 
fertilizer at Muscle Shoals, Henry 
Ford said today in explaining his 
reason for refusing to exclude th. 
plant from his offer to lease und op- 
erate the shoals project. 

“The Gorgas plant would be essen- 
tial to economical operation of Muscle 
Shoals nitrate plants until dams No. 
2 and No. 3 could be completed, which 
might take from three to four years,” 
the manufacturer: said. “No coal 
mines are located near the nitrate 
plants. Fuel has to be hauled ninety 
miles, bringing about a tremendous 
overheai charge.

Tremendous crop damage has re- 
sulted sn the northern part of the 
state, as well as over much of the 
entire cotton belt, according to re- 
ports received by the weather bureau 
in Atlanta and the state department 
of agriculture. 

Small Crop Planted. 

The majority of farmers in north 
Georgia have been able to plant only 
the partial cotton acreage they had 
intended, and an _ extremely small 
acreage of corn comparatively, has 
been planted, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture J. J. Brown said Thursday.

J. S. Jackson, a brother of Roy 
Jackson, testified that his aunt sent 
for him the latter part of 1920, and 
that when he arrived at the house 
she was “cussing” Dr. Vinson out 
rty.

Would Not Speak to Father. 


Roy Jackson, on the stand, said he 
never would speak to his father again, 
that he had just cause to stop speak- 
ing to him. He said he did not stop 
speaking to his aunt, that she stopped 
speaking to him. : 

Willie Arnold, a 19-year-old boy, 
who was employed at the drug store 
on Marietta street, at the time of 
the shooting, also was one of the wit- 
nesses called Thursday afternoon. He 
became badly mixed up upon cross- 
examination and appeared to be 
frightened. : 


Attempts of the defense to put up 
a self-defense plea was shown when 
Judge Morris questioned County Po- 
licemieén Tom Davis and Jack Carroll, 
who arrived at the dead doctor’s side, 
shortly after he was slain. Both were 
questioned as to whether a_ pistol 
could have been removed from the 
deceased before they arrived. All 
witnesses agreed that Dr. Vinson did 
not have a revolver. 

“I was at Dr. Vinson’s side soon 
ufter he was shot,” Officer Carroll 
said. “I removed a pocketbook and 
v few other articles from his person. 
‘here was no revolver in the room. 
1 do not see how any one could have 
reached him before I did.” 


Believed Him Unarmed. 
Officer Davis also expressed opin- 
ion that Dr. Vinson was unarmed. 
“Mr. Carroll and I were among 
the first to arrive. I don’t see how 


| it would have been possible for any 


one to have taken a revolver from 
his person. 

“IT spent most of my time with 
Mrs. Vinson. At that time she told 
me, “I killed my husband because he 
sued me for divorce. He will never 
get one now.” 

Dr. G. W. Edwards, a personal 
friend of Dr. Vinson for many years, 
who has an office above the Pierce 
Drug store, testified regarding a con- 
versation he had with Mrs. Vinson 
in 1920. when he said she threatened 
to kill her husband, as she was dis- 
satisfied with the way he was han- 
dling the property. 


“Did she say anything about an- 
other woman?” he was asked. 

“She @id not. It was about the 
property,” he replied. 

Judge Morris asked Dr. Edwards 
‘f he had not taken a pistol from 
Dr. Vinson’s pocket immediately aft- 
er the shooting and Dr. Edwards 
denied that he had. He also denied 
that he was prejudiced against Mrs. 
Vinson, but said that he had resent- 
¢d her coming to his office once and 
zetting some victures belonging to 
him, and Dr. Pierce. 

Taxi Driver Called.

Near Fist F ight 
Enlivens Debate 


Washington, June 1.—A_ personal 
encounter between Senatur McCumber, 
republican, North Dakota, and Sena- 
tor Robinsoh, democrat, vf Arkansas, 
was narrowly averted tonight after a 
stormy “debate over the Dye sections 
of the tariff bill. 4 

Advancing to the center aisle to 
meet each other, the senators found 
Senator King,. democrat, Utah, stand- 
ing between them. Then Senator 
Poitidexter, republican, Washington, 
moved across the chamber and took 
Senator McCufnber by the shoulders. 
The North Dakota senator resisted 
and for a moment they were clinched. 

The disagreement between the two 
senators came over a question of ad- 
journment. 
45 minutes beyond the time agreed 
upon and some of the feeling that 
had been displayed during the day 
and again at the night session crept 
into the discussion of this matter. 

Senator McCumber wished to hold 
the senate so that a vote might be 
had on the brick schedule and Sena- 
tor Robinson objected, moving to ad- 
journ and declaring that fre, Mr. 
McCumber agreed to end the session 
there would be no more unanimous 
consent agreement for recesses from 
day to day, such as the senate now 
is working under. 

The trouble passed almost as quickly 
as it appeared. é 

The long deferred fight over the 
dyestufts provisions of tke tariff bill 
broke tonight in the senate with Sen- 
ators King, democrat, Utah, and Fre- 
linghuysen, republican, New Jensey, 
es the central figures. This promised 
to be the longest and bitterest contro- 
versy that hus taken place during the 
more than a month and one-half of 
senate consideration of ‘the tariff 
measure. 

One early development was the an- 
nouncement of Senator Smoot, Utah, 
ranking republican, of the finance com- 
mittee, that the committee would in- 
sist upon ,the provision of the bill 
under which, opponents contended, the 
chemical foundation and othef Ameri- 
ean holders of former German coal 
tar dye patents, trade murks and 
copyrights would have been protected 
completely through the shutting out of 
dye imports bearing any trade mark, 
label, brand or impress registered in 
the United States patent office by 
any person domiciled in the United 
States, unless such persons gave writ- 
ten consent to the importation. 

Many Patents Seized. 


More than 4,500 of such patents, 
trade marks and copyrights owned by 
enemy aliens were seized during the 
war by the alien property custodian 
and subsequently sold to the chemical 
foundation at a price which it has 
been charged in both senate and house 
represented only by a fraction of their 
value. Reference to the seizures and 
sale was made tonight by Senator 
King, and was followed immediately 
hy Senator Smoot’s announcement. 

There was opposition to this pro- 
vision of the tariff hill in both the 
republican and democratic sides of the 
chamber and a sharp fight over it 
had been anticipated. Members. of 
the finance committee held that it was 
not designed to protect the holders 
of former German dye patents, trade 
marks and copyrights, but to protect 
holders of trade marks and brands un- 
der which certain other derivatives 
of coal tars are manufactured and 
sold in this country. 

Both the duties on dyes proposed 
by the committee and the provisions 
for a modified embargo o7 these com- 
raodities are involved in the present 
fight. Under the embargo provisions 
the existing licensing system of dyes 
importation would be continued for 
one year after the passage of the tariff 
bill and extended for an additional 
vear at the discretion of the president. 
The duties proposed, which would be- 
come effective upon the expiration of 
the embargo, are 50 per cent ad valo- 
rem and 7 cents a pound on crude 
dye-stuffs and 60 per cent and 7 cents 
a pound on intermediate. 

The house rates were 80 per cent 
und 7 cents, and 35 per cent and 7 
cents, respectively. 


Amendment Approved. 

After a long fight the senate ap- 
proved committee amendments pro- 
posing a duty of per cent ad 
valorem and 7 cents a pound on crude 
coal tar dye products. Ihe vote was 
37 to 20, three republicans—Keyes, 
La Follette, and Norris—opposing the 
amendment snd one democrat—Ken- 
drick—supporting it. 

Consideration of committee amend- 
ments to the provisions dealing with 
duties on glass and glassware was 
completed today with approval of 
reductions from the house rates on 
glass bottles and unpolished cylinder, 
crown and sheet or common window 
giass, : 

On motion of the committee the 
senate struck out a proviso under 
which imported glass bottles would 
have been taxed at a rate of not less 
than 50 per cent ad valorem. 

Specific rates pro by the house 
and ranging from cents per gross 
to one cent per pound remained un- 
changed.

Has any one seen anything of the 
party of seven, which left west Texas 
for Atlanta more than a week ago? 
The travelers are lost, either in At- 
lanta or en route, and their male 
relatives are almost frantic because 
of their disappearance. 

Three men, C. W. Foster, aged 
41; Marvin Smith, 25, and DPllis 
Smith 17, walked into Atlanta Thurs- 
day morning, having come all the way 
from west Texas afoot, with oc- 
casional tifts by passing automobiles 
and local freights.

Substantial increases in freight 
rates from Richmond to Atlanta, Au- 
gusta and Savannah will result, if the 
schedule of class rates proposed by 
southern ‘carriers is adopted, it was 
disclosed at the Thursday afternoon 
session of the interstate commerce 
commission rate hearing when J. W. 
Perrin, of Wilmington, assistant 
freight traffic manager of the At- 
lantic Coast Line railway, took the 
stand and offered rate comparisons. 


On first-class freight the rate to. 


Savannah from Richmond would be 
44 cents per hundred pounds greater 
than the present rate, it was shown. 
An advance of 27 cents per hundred 
pounds would be in effect between 
Richmond and Augusta, while the 
increase in the Richmond-Atlanta 
rate would be 12 1-2 cents. The figures 
are based on first-class freight. 

For some classes the rates would 
be slightly reduced.

Refuting other revolutionary re- 
p rts, the embassy official stated that 
the former revolutionary leader, Za- 
puta, whom press dispatches have 
identified with uprisings in the state 


of Morelos, has been dead for three 
years. The errorneous dispatch, he 
said, was characteristic of the other 
rcports being circulated. 

With further reference to Diaz, 
wo is a nephew of Former Presi- 
dent Porfiro Diaz, deposed by Ma- 
dero, Senor Tellez declared that it 
would be impossible to raise the re- 
ported number of men for an armed 
invasion of Mxico. 

Villa is Peaceful. 

Pancho Villa, he said, was work- 
ing in close co-operation with the 
| Obregon government, and was peace- 
fully engaged in the management of 
his farms in the stkte of Durango. 
As evidence of this concord between 
Obregon and the former rebel leader, 
Senor Tellez pointed out that last 
year Villa donated 200,000 bushels 
of wheat to government officials for 
distribution among the famine areas, 
ond was uiding materially in the con- 
étruction of schools in his state and 
section. 

Commenting on internal affairs of 
the border republic, the embassy of- 
ficial further declared that foreign 
trade between the United States and 
Mexico has increased 65 per cent in 
the last two years and _ that the 
prosperity of the country was more 
pronounced than it had been in re- 
cent tit.es. With official recogni- 
tion from the United States, he ex- 
pressed the opinion that trade be- 
tween the two countries would be 
increased to an even larger degree. 

U. S. Recognition Status. 

The Mexican attitude on matters 
of recognition was found in two 
statements, he said:

“that your committee send this final 
offer to the house so that its mem- 
bers may vote for acceptance or re- 
jection. 

“If congress: votes acceptance of 
my offer we will get on the job at 
Muscle Shoals at once; but if con- 
gress rejects it that will be the 
beginning of a more determined 
effort on my part to save Muscle 
Shoals for the benefit of the pub- 
lic.”

Answer—Formaldehyde seems to be 
the best remedy.

The standard solution of 
formaldehyde called formalin is‘ used. 
About one ounce of this formalin 
should be diluted in a bottle with 
seyen ounces of water, and the soles 
and the skin between the toes sponged 
Over with this each alternate day, al- 
lowing the feet to dry before putting 
on stockings. Usually four or five 
such applications will overcome the

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| Mrs. W. H. Felton Replies 
To Fullbright’s Defense 
Of Georgia Tax System 


Editor Constitution: My attention 
has been called to the article signed 
by Tax Commissioner Fullbright, in 
your columns, in which he defend the 
present method of collecting taxes 11 
Georgia. While he is replying to 
United States Senator Thomas -E. 
Watson directly, he is really defend- 
ing this so-called equalization law. 
Heffinds fault with Senator Watson 
because the latter said there were 800 
assessors in the 160 counties. Doubt- 
less Senator Watson had in mind the 
tax officials who are engaged in this 
tax business, and paid by the county. 

Within all the 160 counties there 
are three so-called equalizers. This 


means three to every county—480 to 
be exact. There are two others, tax 
receiver and tax collector, 
county, nafhely, 320. Add the two 
together and you have exactly 800 
active tax officials—five to ea@h 
county.

In the county I live in (Bartow) 
we have three assessors, and they were 
paid, in 1920, $4.50 per day; in 1

serts that they received no salaries at 
all. L.contend they did receive a sal- 
ary, for every day they served, for a 
stipulated time, from the middle of 
May to the first day of J@ly—and you 
may bet your bottom dollar they col- 
lected the salary for every day that 
was possible under the statute author- 
izing these tax assessors. 

More than that, they demanded that 
they should be = transported around 
over the county in good autos, and one 
of the county eommissioners told me 
it cost the county somewhere between.

The balloon Townsend; piloted by 
Ralph Upson, of Detroit, Mich., and 
with C. G. Andrus, of Washington, 
as aide, landed at 7 o’clock tonight 
at Puinesyille, Ohio, after having 
spent ten hours in crossing Lake 
Erie in the national balloon race 
whieh started yesterday from Mil- 
vaukee, according to .a dispatch re- 
ceived from Upson tonight.

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' Hoffman Drifts Back. 

Milwaukee, Wis., June 1.—Ber- 
nard Von Hoffman, pilot of a balloon 
which came down near Fort Wayne, 
Ind., today in the national balloon 
race, had gone as far east as the 
St. Charles river in Ontario when 
a capricious wind reversed its di- 
rection, according to a dispatch to 
The Milwaukee Journal today by 
Von Hoffman's aide. 

“We shot into the air to a 5,000- 
foot altitude almost immediately aft- 
er starting,” said the diagpatch. “We 
sailed over the lake’ in fh southeast- 
erly direction and crossed the Mich- 
igan shore line at about Fort Shel- 
don. We passed Grand Rapids, Jack- 
son, Adrian and Detroit, after sun- 
rise today. 

_ “We were crossing the St. Charles 
river in the tip of southern Ontario 
when Von Hoffman decided that the 
five-mile-an-hour pace we were mak- 
ing would never keep us in the race 
for distance. He pulled the valve 
handle and sought a lower level to 
catch a brisker breeze. At this time 
we were at an altitude of 5,000 feet. 

“At the level between 1.500 and 
2,000 feet we struck a 35-mile wind 
from the northedst that carried us 
over the course we had just trav- 
eled. We flew back over Michigan 
and soon crossed the Indiana line. 
We were approaching Fort Wayne 
when Von Hoffman decided to de- 
scend.”

RAGING INFERNO 
IN BELFAST STREETS. 

London, June 1.—The hottest bat- 
tle between the military and Sinn 


Fein gunmen since the Belfasts ttur- 
moil began occurred this morning in 
the Roman Catholic areas between 
Crrosvenor road and Falls road, ac- 
cording to the Starts Belfasts corre- 


spondent. 

The Evening Standard’s Belfast 
correspondent says: “Appalling dis- 
orders have occurred here, the like 
of which this city of horrors has nev- 
cr. experienced before. Between 7 
e‘clock and noon ambulances were 
snmmoned thirteen times. The streets 
were raked with machine gun fire, 
the rebels, in turn, bombed several 
places, two whole blocks of houses 
were set on fire, and while the fire- 
men fought the flames the battle 
waged in the streets all around. 

“Nine civilians were carried out 
dead from this inferno, two of them 
women. Many were killed in houses, 
into. which the rival factions pur- 
sved them in fury. The bodies were 
rescued only in time to prevent cre- 
mation. 

“Bayonet charges by the military 
were necessary to dispel the mobs 
which gathered to jom in the battle. 
The gunmen retreated to the Gros- 
vener road area, where a fresh battle 
broke out, involving Lesson street, 
Norfolk street, Grosvenor place, Mc- 
Ivonald street and other thorough- 
fares. The crown forces had a dif- 
ficult task in suppressing the guun- 
men. Their concentrated fire re- 
duced the gunmen to silence for a 
while, but later the rebels mounted 
a machine gun and swept the streets, 
causing men, women and children to 
fly for their lives.”
